Tho same witness, at pages 355 and 


5G6, is recorded as testifying : 


Q. I will ask you a question which 


I asked Mr. Alloy. Do you know of 
any legal advice having been taken by 
tho gentlemen engaged in this transac- 
tion in reference to the question wheth- 
er these contracts, and tho taking of 
stoofc under them, was a substantial 
compliance with the provisions of the 
law requiring tho capital to be paid in 
cash?

pursue, I will name Tracy, Olmstead 
& Co., of Now York. 
It is. my opin- 


ion that n gentleman who is now a 
iudgo in the court of appeals in 
New 


York, William F. Allen, advisod us to 
that effect also. I think that Judge 
Joro Black also so advised ua ; and Mr. 
Samuel J. Tildon. 


This is the great reformer. 
When 


the Credit Mobilier wanted legal ad- 
vioaas to how to perpetrate (heir enor. 
mous robbory, they got their advice 
Tom Tildon how to do it. 
Each of the 


three witnesses names Tilden as the 
man who avisod them to do it, and how 
to do it.

repealed. 


This was put in the bill by the house. 


tho senate Defused' to agree to it. 
The 


House insists on it, apd the senate re 
jocts it. 
The clause in question is no 


an appropriation, nor is it pertinent to 
an appropriation; it is legislation to 
repeal the Jaw of jthe United .States ti 
protect the puritytof elections. Th 
Democratic house want that law repeal 
ed, and they-wantl'it repealed before 
the presidential election of 1876, They 
regaid it as absolutely essential to th 
success of Tilden that every legal re 
struiut upon and penalty for violenc 
and intimidation (thall be repealed in 
order to carry'every Southern itate by 
driving the colored voters from th 
polls. 
But they want this lawrepealei 


particularly for the city of Naw York 
where_, .under that law, the Democratic 
majorities have'Buffered a material de 
oline. "The • "freedom of the ballot 
box," such aa was enjoyed in 1368 
when Tilden and Tweed so manipulate! 
the returns as to give the vote of th< 
state to Seymour and Hoffman, is wha 
tho Democratic house is now demand 
ing. 
To accomplish this end, Jthey 


have, against all rule and law, put the 
repealing provision in an appropriation 
law. 


There is a law of the land, besides 


joint rule of congress, prohibiting any 
legislation in an appropriation bill. Th* 
reason for this is obvious. 
The appro 


priation bills ar,e essential to the sup- 
port'of the government. If they fail 
then the functions of the several de 
partmenta [arc brought to an abrup 
stand. No money can be expendei 
which is not previonaly appropriated 
and the failure of an appropriation bil 
is the stoppage of suoh branches of thi 
service as that bill provides for. Then 
is, therefore, a necessity for snob, bills 
to pass—a compulsory obligation to 
pass suoh bills,—and they of neeessit; 
must pass. For this reason the lav 
provides that no legislation shall bi 
included in such bills because tba 
would cempel one or the ether house, in 
order to save an appropriation bill, to 
consent to whatever measure the other 
house might, think proper to adopt.— 
Thus the house might attach to an 
appropriation,,bill a new tariff act, or 
one reorganizing tho various depart 
monts, or organizing the judiciary, or 
amending the bankrupt law, or a law 
fixing the rates, of railroad freights, or 
one purchasing 
the 
telegraphs, or 


granting a subsidy to Tom Soott, or 
paying back the ootton tax, or a bill on 
any other subject, and the senate, no 
matter how much it may be opposed to 
suoh an amendment, must either adopi 
it or defeat the appropriation. The 
Democratic house now demands that the 
senate shall repeal the whole election 
laws of the 'United States, or defeai 
the appropriation nnd close up various 
branches of the public service. 


The senate resists this invasion of its 


rights. The Democratic house does 
not oare whether the appropriation bill 
passes or not; if it cripple the govern- 
ment or suspend Dome of the courts, go 
much the better, from the Democratic 
standpoint; at all events, thac party 
places the reiponaibility upon the sen- 
ate, and, 
in the name of legislative 


independence and of good government 
and fair elections, the senate should 
take the responsibility and refuse to 
pass this repeal thus.fraudulently incor 
porated in the appropriation law. 


The house has been in session over 


seven months, and in that time could 
nave passed a dozen bills repealing the 
election laws; but this would hare left 
the senate free to pass such an act or 
not; this ia not what the Democrats 
want; they want the election law re- 
pealed in order to carry the elections 
this year, and hence they have put the 
repeal in the appropriation act, and 
demand that the senate pass it, or take 
the responsibility of defeating the ap- 
propriation bill. This ia, we suppose, 
part of the "reform" proposed by the 
Democratic party, but it IB nevertheless 
not tho leas infamous or scandalous.— 
The dishonest scheme should be defeat- 
ed, or there will be an end to honest or 
independent legislation. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The real 


estate pool committee continued its in- 
vestigation into the expenditures of ex- 
Sergeant-at-Arms Ordway'a accounts.

Terr 
is anxious for Crook to join his forces 
make plans and execute them regard 
less of rank. The Indiana are stil 
hovering about Little Big Horn, one 
day's hard march from hero. 


They fired into the camp every nigh 


of late, and tried to burn us out by set 
ting the grass on fire all around. 
On 


the 6th Lieut. Sibley, Company E, 2( 
Cavalry, with twenty-five men, Frank 
Gruard and Baptiste Powerier as scouts 
went on a reeonnoisaance, were discov 
ered and surrounded, and followed into 
the timber of the Big Mountain»,where 
by bitching their horses to the trees am 
abandoning them, the men were ena 
bled to escape OB foot, by way of a 
ravine in the rear.
